The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest a separator plate structure, used with non-planar membrane 
electrode assemblies, which includes a non electrically conductive substrate having 
electrically conductive traces on each of its outer surfaces, where the traces on opposite 
surfaces of the substrate are connected by at least one conductive path or via. 

It is noted that this application is a national stage application of 
PCT/GB99/02073. The search report of PCT/GB99/02073 lists only references defining 
the general sate of the art. 

The prior art of Spear, US Patent 5,683,828 discloses fuel cell stacks which 
include multi-layer separator plates, but does not suggest traces on opposite surfaces of 
the substrate of opposite surfaces of the substrate connected by conductive paths. The 
prior art of Isen et al., US Patent 5,656,081 discloses processes for printing electrical 
circuitry on a substrate where the substrate can include electrically insulating layers. 
Although a fuel cell is suggested as a structure which could be formed using the 
process disclosed by Spear, the Spear disclosure fails to disclose or suggest any of the 
specifics of a separator plate structure, used with non-planar membrane electrode 
assemblies, which includes a non electrically conductive substrate having electrically 
conductive traces on each of its outer surfaces, where the traces on opposite surfaces 
of the substrate are connected by at least one conductive path or via.
